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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-90 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 31, 61 and 5, the applicant's particular system and 

associated method comprising [adjusting a ring flame temperature to determine a 

maximum ring flame temperature boundary; recording into memory a plurality of parameters 
from a plurality of sensors coupled to said gas turbine engine operating at said maximum ring 
flame temperature; subtracting a minimum ring flame temperature; calculating a nominal ring 
flame temperature from the minimum and maximum ring flame temperature]. . . in combination 
with the other limitations of the claims, was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, 
nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closest prior art, Rajamani (US 5896736) discloses [a load rejecting rapid acting fuel 
air controller for a gas turbine]. Rajamani does not disclose [adjusting a ring flame 

temperature to determine a maximum ring flame temperature boundary; recording into 

memory a plurality of parameters from a plurality of sensors coupled to said gas turbine engine 
operating at said maximum ring flame temperature; subtracting a minimum ring flame 
temperature; calculating a nominal ring flame temperature from the minimum and maximum ring 
flame temperature]. Thus, the closest prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's 
limitations above obvious.
